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SURVEYS. 

%ur telegrams of last week speak of an im- 
mense district of country to be surveyed at 
along the line of the. P. k., and of the 
intention of the Government to keep a large 
number of during next 
winter in this district. It was thought when 
the unpleasant o« © of last winter, in 
regerd to the ownership of land here, took 
place, that the Government would see fit to 
settle the matter by having the lands survey- 
ed and allotted at once. This, however, does 
not now appear to be the intention. The 
whole summer at least must be passed in un- 
eertainty, and the promise that surveyors will 
work here nexi. winter, does not mean any- 
thing, for in the nature of things they cannot 
work in that season, i. being impossible to 
drive stakes or build mounds to define the 
work done. At least, so far in the history of 
the North-West, the only occupation Govern- 
ment surveyors ever found in the winter was 
to eat Government grab and draw Govern- 
ment pay fer doing so. 

Why is it that the barren plains around the 
Elbow of the South Branch where not a living 
soul exists at present, should be surveved in 
preference to the fertile country along the 
North Saskatchewan? If it is worth while 
to survey land for settlers who are about to 
come in, is it not as well worth while to sur- 
vey the land of those who are already in 
whose labor has made the land valuable and 
whose reward for years of hardship, danger 
amd toil, is only to be had in the value of 
that land? Itis certainly hard, after facing 
every privation that man can endure that 
they should Se kept out of tae possession of 
the land they have worked for years and years 
after hundreds and thousands of others who 
have never faced the tenth of the hardship 
these have done, bave their title deeds in their 
pock It isa fact that since Manitoba has 
been open for setulement aman could have 
auatitied on three homesteads in that province,

It looks as though they would 
rather have people settle at present on the 
barren plains along the C.P.R—land that no 
one would have if the rest of the country 
were opened up—so that in thefuture when all 
the land in the North-West had advanced in 
price this best part could be thrown open and 
immense sums realized from There is 
something besides ignorance to be blamed for 
the land question not being settled here long 
before this time. The members of the Gov- 
ernment ot course, have not ac.ually seen the 
position of affairs in the couniry, but all 
kinds of officials, from Lieutenant-Governors 
down, have, and have given a united voice as 
to the urgent necessity of surveys being 
made,so that the apathy of the Government in 
the matter can only proceed from a desire to 
deal unfairly by this part of the territory and 
the people of it, or if not from the most utter 
carelessness of facts and consequences. 

The lack of surveys may and probably will 
retard the progress of this country some vhat, 
but itis impossible for it to be retarded to an 
extent that will assist either Government or 
private speculation. The soil and climate, 
the timber and minerals necessary t> make a 
country are all here, and people will come, 
trusting either to the justice of the Govern-
